2. Give Eisenhower power to cut 
tariffs an additional 15 per cent 
below current levels. The law now 
in effect permits cuts only to 50 
per cent of 1945 levels. Many 
items already have approached 
this limit. 
Generally, Benson urged adop­ 
tion of the Eisenhower program 
because, he said, it would encour­ 
age a gradual increase in sale of 
foreign goods here and thus put 
more dollars in foreign hands.

Millions of us who do not understand the 
first principle of submarine design can grasp 
without any need of special knowledge the im­ 
portance of the Nautilus, the U.S. Navy’s first 
atom-powered submarine. 
Tests of the new,’ vessel started Monday will 
demonstrate under unusually challenging cir­ 
cumstances the possibility of using atomic 
energy to produce controlled heat. The Nauti­ 
lus is no more or less than a sea-going atomic 
reactor. If atomic energy can be converted into 
heat under the conditions imposed by submarine 
design, it can be converted into heat for almost 
any conceivable purpose. 
This is an example of the same kind of experi­ 
mentation that brought the modern airplane into 
being. Although there always are misgivings 
when the military importance of a new idea 
is stressed at the expense of its importance in 
other fluid. the Wright brothers built their first 
plane for the U.S. Army. In the 50 years since 
then, the military importance of airplanes has 
stimulated and speeded up the evolution of 
frame design and engines tremendously. 
Every engineer in the United States with 
any interest in production of power will be 
watching the Nautilus. Here for the first time 
is going to be demonstrated the possibility of 
a "power package" — a semi - permanent 
source of energy small enough to be carried 
in a mobile container. 
Previously, submarines relied on the now ob­ 
solete storage battery for power when running 
submerged. Storage batteries finally w e r e 
made obsolete by the success of German de­ 
signers who designed a diesel engine that could 
"breathe" through a tube thrust above the sur­ 
face. But the fuel for locomotion still had Jo 
come from an outside source. 
It is reported that the atomic reactor in the 
Nautilus was generating heat at the close 
of last week. A curtain has been pulled aside 
to give us a glimpse of some of the possibilities 
of the future that are more pleasant to contem­ 
plate than nuclear bombs and poisoning from 
radioactive particles of dust in the atmosphere.

International Restraint 


President Eisenhower and Secretary General 
Hammar^kjold of the United Nations have re­ 
ferred in recent days to the importance of re­ 
straint in dealing with the deeply provoking 
detention of U.S. airmen on spy charges by the 
Chinese government in Peiping. 
They have pointed out in their separate ways 
that nothing is going to be gained by bluff or 
bluster; that the lives of the airmen may be 
forfeited if their countrymen do not practice 
some of the same discipline they expect of men 
in uniform. 
Is this some new notion that has been smug­ 
gled into high places? 
It would seem to be. on the contrary, an idea 
as old as the history of human relations after 
the era of fang and claw. 
Men have known for thousands

that anger always takes precedence over in­ 
telligence, unless anger

restrained. 
Gratifying as it may be in a case like this one 
to shoot off the mouth and wave the arms, the 
U.S. airmen can’t be saved that way. 
If they can be saved at all, they will be saved 
by cool-headed diplomatic bargaining. Hard as 
it is going to be for a long time to realize that

abandoned because they will be 
forced to compete in the Ameri­ 
can market with commodities that 
are made with cheaper labor, that 
can 
employ 
American 
capital 
which has a 14 percentage point 
benefit so far as income taxes are 
concerned, and that will come in 
at a reduced tariff. 


THE HISTORY of the tariff in 
the United States has, in the past, 
been principally the story of a con­ 
flict between manufactured goods 
and farm products, between the in­ 
dustrial East and the agricultural 
South and West. 
The 
American 
tariff 
w a s 
originally designed to protect our 
infant industries, which are no 
longer infants. In 1955, that is not 
the conflict. The differences of 
view are between the great units 
of production—Big Business, as it 
is called—and the small manufac­ 
turer. 
Big Business is world-conscious. 
It not only hopes to sell universal­ 
ly, but it manufactures in many 
countries. Its capital is not only 
locally invested; it is invested in 
many countries. Big Business is ac­ 
customed for its units* of produc­ 
tion to compete against other units 
of production within the same com­ 
pany as an Oldsmobile and a Buick 
compete against each other al­ 
though both are owned and made 
by the same company; or as the 
British - made Ford c o m p e t e s 
against the American-made Ford 
not only in London but in New 
York. 
Big Business is not only political­ 
ly internationalist but it is eco­ 
nomically internationalist because 
that is the way it has been or­ 
ganized 


THAT IS NOT true of the 'small 
manufacturer. He makes goods for 
a local market, whether that mar­ 


ket is the United States or some 
region of the United States. He 
may or may not produce a superior 
product to one made elsewhere on 
the face of the earth, but he em­ 
ploys American labor, pays taxes 
not only to the federal govern- 
i ment but locally, and his price is 
geared to the American standard 
4 of living. 
If our smaller manufacturers are 
driven out of existence by faulty 
economic policies based on global­ 
ism rather than American inter­ 
ests, the social damage could be 
enormous. 
Those who are doctrinaire about 
the free market do make the point 
that if such American manufactur­ 
ers cannot compete with foreign 
goods, they ought to go out of busi­ 
ness, as an admission of their inef­ 
ficiency. 
This position would undoubtedly 
have much virtue but when the 
government subsidizes the export 
of American capital to manufac­ 
ture competitive goods by a 14 per­ 
centage point differential, the ad­ 
vantage to the American manu­ 
facturing 
abroad 
with 
cheaper 
labor and cheaper costs all around 
is so great as to be non-competi­ 
tive. It will be more efficient to 
manufacture in Canada than in the 
United States. 
A free market is only possible 
if there are no subsidies, no re­ 
bates, no economic tricks. 


IN THIS struggle. Big Business 
will, without doubt, win the im­ 
mediate battle. It has utilized great 
I persuasive forces to convince t h e 
American people that we ought to 
have a lower tariff, easier cus- 
: toms procedures, and now a re­ 
bate 
on 
taxes 
for 
investments 
j abroad, a tax differential that ben- 
I efits them tremendously. This does 
not solve the social problem of un- 
! employment in the United States 
and that will have to be solved be­ 
cause the unemployed vote in elec­ 
tions as well as the employed do, 
I and their votes count for as much.

In such a state as West Virginia 
where residual oil is knocking down 
: the coal industry or in certain 
I areas of the southwest where lead 
and zinc are suffering the con­ 
sequences of low tariffs, unemploy­ 
ment can develop into a major 
political issue as it already is a 
social problem. 
The present tariff proposals are 
the most radical in our history. 
They have been discussed f o r 
years, but neither President Roose­ 
velt nor President Truman—b o t h 
low tariff men—dared politically to 
grant a subsidy for the export of 
capital. That has now been done 
and is before C o n g r e s s for 
decision.

Second, Walter S. Robertson, as­ 
sistant secretary of State for far 
eastern affairs, delivered a speech 
in Philadelphia in which he made 
a blistering attack on the Red Chi­ 
nese government.

but he urged everybody to be calm 
and patient and said we would 
continue our efforts to secure the 
release of the men held captive. 
Fourth: Secretary of State Dulles 
and Lodge flew out to Omaha to be 
briefed by the commanding gener­ 
al of the Strategic Air Command, 
which, everyone knows, is the unit 
which will throw atom bombs at 
the enemy if we are attacked. 


NOW THE PRESS was told that 
the "briefing” had been scheduled 
many weeks ago — but it could 
have been called off or postponed 
if deemed psychologically bad. But 
it wasn’t. 
This leaves unexplained the Rob­ 
ertson speech, which incidentally 
was front-page news in the circum­ 
stances, but which for some rea­ 
son wasn’t published widely in the 
newspapers at all. 
Robertson declared that "no ben­ 
efit not fraught with the greatest 
danger could be derived by the 
free-world countries from a large 
expansion of trade with Commu­ 
nist China" and that "the Chinese 
Communist interest in trade ex­ 
pansion is limited principally to 
items of industrial and military 
importance." 
The speech also outlined why the 
United States is "firmly opposed 
to recognition of the Chinese Com­ 
munists and giving them a seat in 
the United Nations.” 
Robertson said "these defiant- 
impostors in Peiping come no clos­ 
er to representing the true in­ 
terests and aspirations of their 
country than do William Z. Foster 
and his cohorts in this country, or 
Palmiro Togliatti in Italy or Maur­ 
ice TTiorez in France. 
"They are all part and parcel of 


the apparatus of the international 
Communist conspiracy. Their ob­ 
jectives are the anti-thesis of the 
principles 
which 
constitute 
the 
foundation of the United Nations 
Charter. They are dedicated to the 
destruction of everything the Unit­ 
ed Nations stands for." 
Robertson added that our gov­ 
ernment "is opposed to any action 
which would strengthen the inter­ 
national prestige of the Chinese 
Communists or its capability for 
advancing its design for further 
conquests in collusion with Soviet 
Communism.’’

said: "The regime stands convicted 
by the United Nations of the crime 
of aggression’’ and "it has not ex­ 
piated that crime, nor its crimes 
against countless innocent victims 
of Communist malevolence. 


ITS ADMISSION to the United 
Nations would undermine the real 
Chinese government, now based on 
Formosa, which is the one remain­ 
ing hope of millions of Chinese on 
the mainland and scattered about 
the world who despise Communism 
and refuse to accept as permanent 
the 
Communist 
enslavement 
of 
their country.” 
This entire speech was “cleared" 
in advance by the secretary of 
state and presumably will be read 
in Peiping as a warning that on 
the subject of admission of Red 
China to the U N there has been 
no change of viewpoint. The fliers 
are illegally held and must be re­ 
leased. no matter what else is in­ 
volved in the hopes of the Red 
China government for eventual ad­ 
mission to the U.N.

COLUMBUS. Ohio GT—The Ohio 
Legislature will be asked today to 
direct Ohio State University to 
m ake every effort to televise its 
football gam es for the next two 
seasons. 
The m easure, in the form of a 
proposed law, would require the 
Ohio State trustees to seek the 
consent of each football opponent 
to televise home games. If the 
consent is received, the bill says, 
the television contract shall per­ 
m it the viewing of the gam e by 
“ the greatest num ber of the people 
of Ohio.” 
The bill is rea d y for introduction 
in the House by Reps. Thomas J. 
B arrett (D-Mahoning), G. D. Tab- 
lack (D-Mahoning) and Francis D. 
Sullivan (D-Cuyahoga). 
Sim ilar legislation was ignored 
by the Legislature two years ago, 
but the fact Ohio State won the 
m ythical national championship in 
the 1954 season has lent spurs to 
the foes of the “ Game of the 
W eek” policy of the National Col­ 
legiate Athletic Assn. 
The sponsors’ preview of the tele­ 
vision m easure stole the legislative 
show from 41 bills introduced last 
night as legislators returned to the 
state capital for their third week. 
It also eclipsed a brief and un­

Senate Highway Committee on a 
bill to strip the Ohio Turnpike Com­ 
mission of final authority to issue 
bonds for construction of further 
turnpikes.

City Solicitor Joseph Cooper pre­ 
pared 112 pieces of legislation and 
prosecuted 1.286 crim inal cases in 
Municipal Court in 1954, he said in 
his annual report filed with Council 
Monday night.
